American Racing Manual, 1949. Daily Rac¬ 
ing Form, 731 Plymouth Court, Chicago, Ill., 
$7.50. The answer to thousands of questions on 
the part of those interested in statistics covering 
racing and all phases of the vast Thoroughbred 
industry arrived at our desk a few days ago 
in the shape of the 1949 edition of the American 
Racing Manual, the most complete work of its 
kind published anywhere in the world. It will 
not be long before the fiftieth annual volume 
of the series appears, and a comparison with 
volumes appearing before 1936 demonstrates 
what can be done when an assiduous staff bends 
itself to the task of compiling every sort of 
racing figure there might be, that a fan might 
be interested in. It is impossible to detail all 
the innovations Art Langmyer, Danny Lyons 
and the rest of the crew have found to put 
into the Manual, we will merely say that it is 
an essential volume for anyone with an interest 
in the Sport of Kings. 

American Race Horses, 1948, Sagamore 
Press, New York, $20.00. Once again does the 
Palmer-Flannery combine provide us with an 
invaluable history of the great and near great 
of the race horses of our day, in the shape of 
the thirteenth volume of American Race Horses, 
which was received from the publishers this 
month. As usual the book, a product of the 
Sagamore Press, contains some excellent photo¬ 
graphs, both of horses and of owners, breeders, 
trainers and jockeys. The foreword is from the 
pen of Jockey Ted Atkinson, who again "rides 
a winner." Joe Palmer’s sketches, briefer perhaps 
than in some past years, yet bring out in most 
interesting fashion the stories of our top horses.

A Successful Point-to-Point Season 

By Mary H. Cadwalader 


Outstanding thing about 1949’s point-to-point 
season here in Maryland was not Pine Pep and 
the truly sparkling way he was nursed straight 
into the championship of the year, and not rider 
Michael Smithwick and trainer Burling Cocks 
who dominated their own categories in equally 
brilliant fashion, but the transfusion of new 
blood that sent timber racing as a sport into an 
era of great vitality and health. 

When eighteen foxhunters turn up, casually, 
to start in the first of the timber races, and when 
successive weeks witness between a dozen and 
twenty starters always on hand, and when you 
read of similarly large fields going to the post 
all the way from South Carolina through Penn¬ 
sylvania, often on simultaneous dates—well, the 
sport is not suffering from anaemia, to be sure. 

The three more prominent meetings were 
probably better run this year than ever before. 
A lot of credit is due the various committees, on 
most of which (as usually happens) one or two 
hard-working members do the entire job. Traffic 
was ably handled; the "bleacher” hillsides were 
trimmer than usual (cheers for whoever cleaned 
up the Grand National "grandstand!”); and but 
for the bitter wind at My Lady’s Manor the 
weather cooperated generously. It might be ad¬ 
visable for safety’s sake to have one or two more 
patrol riders stationed near the final fences, as 
spectators show an incomprehensible desire to 
get trampled on—but they would probably run 
directly in front of a locomotive if they got the 
chance, and all the cautioning in the world 
doesn’t, apparently, sink in. 

Two accidents spoiled the near-perfection of 
the season. Both Henry Lewis 3d’s Fighting 
Play and James McHenry’s Dunlora were lost 
to the game; the former by a heart attack, in the 
home stretch of the Grand National, and the 
latter by a broken neck over the Maryland Hunt 
Cup’s eighteenth fence. If that seems a high 
percentage of woe, rack it up against a rough 
total of thirty starters, most of whom raced two 
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or three times. And recollect that these courses 
are not Sunday canters in a showring. 

The Green Spring Valley Hunt’s informal 
Old-Fashioned race was held April 2 in fine 
weather, and was won by Peter Alexander on 
Last Appeal. No time was taken but the winner, 
Betty Bosley’s Mister Mars, who was second with 
the owner up, and Clifton’s Max, who was third 
with Walter Brewster up, must have made a 
genuine run of it. They covered an awful lot of 
territory — St. John’s Church to Mr. Edwin 
Morgan’s farm and back to Mr. Frank Bonsai’s 
— in well under a quarter-hour and finished 
strongly with seven others breathing down their 
necks. 

On April 9, no less than fifteen riders and 
mounts adjourned to Atlanta Hall Farm near 
Taylor for the Elkridge-Harford Hunt’s race 
over a flagged course, and a good long one, too. 
It is worth noting that only one or two were 
"out-of-town” entries, so the Maryland support 
is a matter of fact, not fiction. Jay Secor on 
Bomber went to the front and led most of the 
way, but Ben Griswold on Pantecon made a 
grand run uphill to the wire and beat Bomber 
a good two lengths. Agbid, owned by Sidney 
Culver, from Virginia, was third. The next three 
horses in were also the first three for the heavy¬ 
weight division, and awards were given to the 
weight-carriers as follows: first, James Mc¬ 
Henry’s Dunlora, owner up; second, Henry 
Lewis 3d’s Fighting Play, R. E. Dole; and third, 
Redmond C. Stewart’s My Broom. 

A ladies’ race was held later the same after¬ 
noon, with five entries. Two of them, which 
finished first and second very handily, belonged 
to Betty Bosley, they being the young bay horse, 
Mister Mars by War Peril, who won, and the 
gray veteran, Count Stefan, who finished second. 
Margie Fisher rode her father’s Village Gossip 
to third place, with Betty Freuhauf fourth on 
her own horse, Dicky. Patty Boyce on her hunter, 
Charwood, failed to finish. 
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My Lady's Manor 

April 16 might have been named Mike Smith- 
wick Day, as Maryland’s top timber rider 
brought home the victor of both the My Lady’s 
Manor Point-to-Point Steeplechase, and the 
John Rush Streett Memorial, the corollary race. 
Pine Pep, a 9-year-old Maryland-bred son of 
Petee-Wrack (which stood at Frank A. Bonsai’s 
farm) and Red Queen, accounted for the first 
event carrying the silks of Mrs. William J. 
Clothier of Philadelphia. Fourteen started. Place 
and show awards went to Pantecon, Mr. B. H. 
Griswold III, up, as usual, and Janon Fisher’s 
Village Gossip, this time carrying David Pearce. 
Only three fell of the big field, and the un- 
luckiest of these was Bright Lantern, owned 
jointly by the sisters, Mrs. John B. Hannum, 3d, 
and Mrs. Joseph Walker of Philadelphia, and 
ridden by Mr. Hannum. Bright Lantern, a gray, 
led for much of the distance and sprawled over 
the last fence; however, Pine Pep had passed 
him by a length and a few strides earlier. Time: 
6 minutes, 27 and 3/5 seconds. 

In the Streett Memorial trainer Cocks and 
rider Smithwick made another unbeatable pair 
with Alvin Untermyer’s novice *Done Sleep¬ 
ing, an Irish-bred horse who romped home with 
a smug look to defeat seven other starters in the 
good time of 6.29 and 3. Mrs. Van Lear Black’s 
Captain Black was second, with Hugh O’Dono¬ 
van piloting and Daniel Brewster’s Second 
Mate, owner aboard, came third. The casualty 
rate was a trifle higher in this event as only four 
finished; George Doub’s Helm and L. T. Greena¬ 
way’s Hapblematic were pulled up, likewise 
H. O. Firor’s Argyle of Bellewood; Glastofield 
fell; Athanael shied and lost his rider.

Grand National 

Closest finish of the season occurred the fol¬ 
lowing week, April 23, when Pine Pep and 
Cormac, the latter owned and ridden by Mc- 
Donogh School student Eugene Weymouth 
(already twice victorious at Virginia meetings) 
battled it out up the stretch of the course at 
Butler. Cormac shoved his handsome black 
muzzle a length or more in front at the wire, 
and as this is another one from the Burling 
Cocks stable, both riders looked satisfied. Second 
Mate, a persistent horse, once again placed third. 
Four more finished, of a field of eleven. 

The course was fairly heavy that day and 
none of the first pacemakers lasted to be in the 
money. Lawrence Jones’ big Clifton’s Duke, 
racing this season after a two-year lapse, took a 
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quick lead but fell at the sixteenth fence. The 
week previous, the rangy horse had also disap¬ 
pointed, finishing only eighth, and a week later 
he broke down, so it looks as though his racing 
days are numbered. L. L. Chandler’s Royal Mis¬ 
sion, a Pennsylvania invader, didn’t seem to have 
the stamina and pulled up. The Mrs. Walker- 
Mrs. Hannum entry, Our Hobo, nestled at the 
end of the line, along with Pine Pep, for the 
first lap and wound up fourth, followed by Pante¬ 
con, Bomber and Jumping Don. Village Gossip 
put in a wrong one at the sixteenth and tossed 
his rider. Fighting Play, which died within yards 
of the finish as has been related, was found 
after an autopsy to have had an internal ailment 
that doubtless taxed his heart. 

While it was as poor a race as Maryland saw 
all spring, the Western Run Plate, second race 
of the day, was an excellent idea. It was inau¬ 
gurated this year in place of the Fox Hunters’ 
Challenge Cup, a heavyweight marathon which 
somehow never seemed to attract many entries. 
The Western Run Plate, designed to give the 
maiden starters a chance to gain experience 
against their own class, had ten starters, seven 
of whom finished, in disorderly chaos, if truth 
be told, but finish they did! 
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No stronger supporters of Maryland cross¬ 
country sport than Mr. and Mrs. B. H. Gris¬ 
wold are to be found, here shown after the 
former had won the Elkridge-Harford Point- 
to-Point on his own Pantecon. 
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Mrs. John Strawbridge, Jr’s., Coq de Fantome 
skipped off to a good furlong’s lead, with Betty 
Bosley’s Count Stefan, then Bright Lantern, and 
DeCourcy Wright’s *Child’s Pet. Mister Mars, 
Helm, Captain Black, Athanael, Dunlora and 
Barrier strung out behind. Helm lost his rider 
at the fifth, and refused out at the next obstacle. 
The other nine stuck with the game until two 
fences from the wire where almost every horse 
but Count Stefan was soon in trouble. Bright 
Lantern went down. Miss Bosley’s gray and her 
bay, Mister Mars, were about to battle it out 
when the latter went down and Dunlora landed 
wildly and lost her rider, who remounted. 

Meanwhile Hugh O’Donovan on Captain 
Black had lost a stirrup a couple of fields back, 
and was hanging grimly on in second place. 
* Child’s Pet, blowing exhaustedly, fell over the 
final fence and Douglas Small sat on his head 
to keep him from struggling as three more 
horses sought the gap and came within inches 
of landing atop the supine animal. Athanael 
tossed David Pearce, who remounted, as George 
Arrowsmith did when his Barrier tipped him 
off, and finally also Coq de Fantome and E. W. 
Shober, Jr., came to the parting of the ways. 

When the dust cleared and the shrieking 
stopped, Count Stefan had calmly won by many 
lengths, with Captain Black second, and Dunlora 
third. The rest staggered home somehow but 
they’d have been better off if they’d pulled up 
half a mile further back. Perhaps maiden events 
should be shortened a bit more? 

Maryland Hunt Cup 

April 30 found all roads leading to Glyndon, 
and all as crowded as always when pleasant 
weather ushers in Maryland Hunt Cup day. Of 
the sixteen entries listed on the program, six 
were scratched, as their earlier campaigning 
showed them up as not quite Hunt Cup stuff. 
Clifton’s Duke was trying again, as were 
Bomber, Our Hobo, Count Stefan, Dunlora, 
Clifton’s Dan and Carolina. Pine Pep and Cor- 
mac were each out for another and bigger vic¬ 
tory and Mister Mars was taking his first look 
at those fences nearing five feet in height. 

Almost before the crowd knew it, they were 
off. Again Clifton’s Duke took on the pace, with 
Cormac, Dunlora, Carolina and Bomber making 
up the first flight. By the tllird fence there was 
a wide gap between the five leaders and the five 
trailers, with Pine Pep heading the second flight 
but making his own pace. 

Count Stefan was the first to go, turning turtle 
at the tenth as the second lap began. West they 
rolled, down the slope, cleared the thirteenth, 
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and still it was two flights. Cormac and Clifton’s 
Duke led, with Dunlora too close up for her 
own comfort; the good-looking, game chestnut 
mare wanted to go on. At the eighteenth, jump¬ 
ing with Cormac, she crashed headlong and lay 
still; the crowd groaned, sensing real trouble. 
But Carolina had moved into third and the race 
still belonged to anyone. 

Now it was Pine Pep! Mike Smithwick had 
begun to roll, across the far side, and as they 
turned for home he opened up his mount for 
all he had. He caught Carolina at the nineteenth, 
passed Clifton’s Duke as that horse pulled up 
lame and went for Cormac. In the wake of Pine 
Pep came Mister Mars and the rest of what had 
been the second flight—but they weren’t close 
enough and didn’t have the foot to make up 
distance. 

Coming into the twenty-first fence, the brook, 
youthful Eugene Weymouth’s heart must have 
stopped as he felt his horse stop under him. 
Cormac had pecked badly crossing the road, and 
now struck a dead halt, his foreleg bleeding from 
a severely-cut tendon. Pine Pep, his last opposi¬ 
tion vanquished, showed off with a magnificent 
spurt over the last barrier and down the turf 
to the flags, winning just the way you like to 
see ’em win, with plenty to spare! Time: 
8:53 2/5. 

Mister Mars was a healthy second by some 
lengths over Our Hobo, and next in order came 
Clifton’s Dan, Carolina, Bomber. To Mrs. 
Clothier went the J. W. Y. Martin Challenge 
Cup for the year, to Mr. Cocks went the credit 
and to Mr. Smithwick went the laurels for an 
almost clean sweep of timber racing’s trophies 
in Maryland. Not to mention adjacent states. 

New Rules for Horse Shows 

The new 3 5-page book containing the 1949 
rules and regulations for the operation of Mary¬ 
land s horse and pony shows has been issued by 
the Association of Maryland Horse Shows, and 
has been well received by exhibitors and show 
managements. The book is larger, is printed 
on better paper and in larger type, than has 
been the case in the past. It is indexed for the 
convenience of the reader, and is much more 
complete than previous issues. The association’s 
rules have not been altered much, except that 
they have been more or less brought into line 
with the regulations of the American Horse 
Shows Association wherever pertinent. Thus 
exhibitors and judges will not be confused by 
different scoring and what not. Copies of the 
book have been mailed to members. Additional 
books can be had from Henry A. Dentry, Box 
6855, Towson 4, Maryland, at $1.00 a copy. 
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Grand Slam to Maryland 

L. S. (Larry) MacPhail called the office of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association one day 
early in April to discuss the mares and fillies 
offered in the Howe Estate sale. Having con¬ 
cluded his business he opined that he might run 
down for the week-end, see his mares now in 
Kentucky, and maybe ’pick up something, if the 
price was right.” Pick up something he did; the 
entire group of breeding stock owned by the 
Bomar Stable of Peter A. Markey and Charles 
B. Bohn, as well as the well bred Isleborough at 
the Howe dispersal. The big deal was handled 
through Henry Knight, at whose farm the Bomar 
Stable kept its mares and yearlings. 

In the trading Knight wound up with Valdian 
Lark, dam of Piet, and MacPhail brought to 
Maryland (or will, after the breeding season) 
eight broodmares, half a dozen foals, five year¬ 
lings and the excellent sire Grand Slam (see 
center spread). This horse was owned jointly 
by Bomar, Knight, William Helis and Fred B. 
Koontz, with Bomar having a 50% interest. This 
interest was transferred to the former baseball 
magnate, and it was with the consent of the other 
partners that MacPhail arranged to bring the 
horse to his excellently appointed Glenangus 
Farm, near Bel Air this summer, when his sea¬ 
son’s work is done. Seasons will be reserved for 
Maryland breeders alone, or, as an alternative, 
MacPhail may decide to sell some minor syndi¬ 
cate interests to Maryland breeders. Decision will 
shortly be announced. Keen local interest in the 
horse has already been demonstrated. 

Glenangus Farms cover some 800 acres of first 
class Harford County land, the fine Angus herd 
now being in the process of removal to sub¬ 
sidiary farms, while the barns at the lovely old 
home farm are being most ingeniously adapted 
to the use of Thoroughbreds. In addition, some 
first class new stabling has been constructed. The 
whole place, solidly built of stone in the main, is 
very reminiscent of an English stud farm. Barns, 
paddocks, roads, and springs, as well as grand 
rolling land, will insure the Glenangus Thor¬ 
oughbreds having all they need for proper 
growth. It is planned to sell the colts annually 
at Saratoga, while the fillies will be raced to de¬ 
termine which shall be worthy of retirement to 
the stud when through racing. 

One-eighth interest in the stallion Teddy’s 
Comet was also included in the Bomar deal, so 
that MacPhail now has shares in three sires, 
Challedon being the other. There are fifteen 
mares in all now in the Glenangus band, and 
all will be at the farm come mid-Summer. The 
five yearlings arrived at their new home in good

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The Racing Scene 

By Don Reed 

Although the State Legislature has not been 
in session for a month, when May 1 rolled around 
in Maryland, there were some aspects of the 
racing scene which were just as jumbled as they 
were during the hectic days of the recent session 
of the Assembly. 

First of all the two major tracks who were 
voted ten extra days by the Legislature still didn’t 
know whether they’d have them or not. The bill 
directing the Racing Commission to give Laurel 
and Bowie 10 extra days was still somewhere in 
the Governor’s offices and no word had come 
forth as to whether he’d sign, veto or let the 
legislation die a natural death by declining to 
sign. 

Thus Bowie and Laurel had to rest on their 
oars before making any plans to use what the 
Legislature had given them although neither had 
asked for anything. 

The minor tracks of the State were in the same 
boar. If the 20 extra days go to Laurel and Bowie, 
then the schedule for the minor ovals set up some 
time ago, would have to be completely revamped 
to make room for the extra racing at the big 
tracks. Also there was no sign from the Governor 
about his attitude on a bill which would grant 
two extra days to all the half-milers. Nor did 
the harness horse tracks know where they stood 
in regard to their extra days. 

Meanwhile Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, 
president of Havre de Grace declared in the 
public prints that the "compromise” effected by 
the Governor and the Legislature in defeating 
a move to permit Pimlico to transfer its activities 
to Laurel, was "no solution at all” and the Gen¬ 
eral added his protests to those of other racing 
figures against increasing the number of days 
of sport in the State. 

H. Courtenay Jenifer, now chairman of the 
Racing Commission, took an afternoon off and 
went to Annapolis to see the Governor. While 
nothing direct was released concerning Jenifer’s 
call on the State’s chief executive it was under¬ 
stood in well-informed circles that the commis¬ 
sion chairman was asking the governor to veto 
the bills extending the minor and major seasons 
as well as those of the harness tracks. 

Another minor development was the fact that 
although Wilbur Dulin had been appointed to 
the Racing Commission when Stuart Janney re¬ 
signed a month ago, he hadn’t accepted.the post 
officially. It seems Dulin was waiting until the 
proper fellow got his recent job as State Senator 
before accepting the Commission offer. 
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Fortunately for the sport, the central characters 
in presenting it every day are not of the type to 
be found in politics. They do their best to put 
on a good show for a State which apparently has 
no gratitude for past contributions from the 
game and is seeking only to enlarge the "grab” 
at the probable costs of wiping out the whole 
business. 

So Maryland’s section of racing has been 
booming. Bowie opened the season with a 12-day 
session during which the daily average betting 
amounted to $825,732 against $803,028 for the 
same span in 1948. Attendance figures were just 
about the same as a year ago, which made the 
increase in mutuel play all the more remarkable. 

C. C. Tanner’s Nearway, G. M. Jacobson’s Big 
Dial and W. Taylor Leatherbury’s Eastern Fly¬ 
way were among the stars of the Bowie session, 
the first named accounting for two stakes and 
each of the latter getting one. Eastern Flyway 
gave the Annapolis man a victory in the Kinder¬ 
garten Stakes and promises to give Maryland an¬ 
other excellent performer to represent the State 
on the circuit of eastern tracks. 

Havre de Grace, after a tough siege of its last 
season when running against Garden State dur¬ 
ing its first meeting and trying a midsummer 
second session, swung back into the limelight 
with a bangup 21-day spring session which 
quieted any doubts that it will still remain a 
prominent factor in Maryland’s scheme of things. 

All three Saturdays at the Harford county 
course brought million dollar handles and the 
average for the spring span was around $750,000

daily compared to $615,000 a year ago. When 
the track completes its 25-day allotment by run¬ 
ning four days at Pimlico this fall, that average 
probably will be boosted close to the $800,000 
mark. 

Henry Hecht’s The Pincher, beaten favorite 
in Bowies Farrell Stakes, came back to win the 
Chesapeake Trial as Havre de Grace opened but 
then did not run in the Chesapeake Stakes itself. 
That race went to Greentree Stable s Capot who 
then went on to seek added laurels in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. 

William Helis’ Mr. Ace and Calumet Farm’s 
Pep Well accounted for the two sprint stakes 
at the ’Graw while in the two distance events, 
Calumet’s Coaltown got a ’walkover” when no 
opposition developed in the Edward Burke 
Handicap while Gustave Ring’s Lord Grillo out- 
gamed Brookmeade’s Chains to score in the 
Havre de Grace. 

Busy Morning, bred by the late W. H. Labrot, 
and racing in the colors of Mrs. Danny Shea, 
under lease from the Labrot Estate, scored over 
a fine band of juveniles in the Havre de Grace 
Breeders Stakes, exclusively for youngsters foaled 
in Maryland. A large contingent of the State’s 
owners and breeders turned out for the race and 
the big crowd got a real bang out of the race as 
four members of the field finished less than a 
length apart. 

On the eve of the Pimlico meeting, the out¬ 
look was not as bright as usual. The spring meet¬ 
ing of the Maryland Jockey Club was reduced 
to eight days this season and that, as much as 
anything, counted against the track in its quest 
for top talent. 

Owners and trainers of many establishments 
which normally patronize the Baltimore course 
felt that shipping in for such a short time was 
not advisable and as a result many moved into 
Garden State, Delaware Park or New York. 

Nominations to the stakes were lighter than 
normal, only 19 being named to the $25,000 
Dixie Handicap, a traditional fixture which 
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usually attracts every first class handicap runner. 

Whether business can be held at figures com¬ 
parable to 1948 in the face of such lack of sup¬ 
port from horsemen, remains to be seen. Of 
course Preakness Day will be the make or break . 
day for the association and that race still shaped 
up as a banner attraction. 

Directors of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association adopted a resolution urging the re¬ 
appointment of Frank Small, Jr. as a member 
of the Racing Commission when his term ex¬ 
pires in June. This move was generally hailed by 
racing men as a sound one, since there seldom 
has been a time when the commission needed 
men of experience as much as it does now. Small 
has served well under several chairmen and was 
himself chairman for a time. 

NATC Elects New Officers 

Directors of the National Association of Thor¬ 
oughbred Clubs met at the Keeneland Library, 
Lexington, Ky., early this month and elected 
new officers for 1949. Jack W. Denis, of Nash¬ 
ville, Tenn., will be chairman, succeeding James 
C. Stone, Louisville. Dr. Eslie Asbury, Cincinnati, 
was named vice-chairman and Grant A. Dor- 
land, Lexington, was elected secretary-treasurer, 
succeeding Wathen Knebelkamp, Louisville. 
This organization was formed about three years 
ago with the Thoroughbred Club of America, 
Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee and Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, Louisville, 
as charter members. Activity to date has been 
mainly concerned with organization and build¬ 
ing a sound foundation for the NATC. Members 
of the association forming later included the 
Ohio Valley Thoroughbred Club, Wyoming 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association and the 
Maryland Breeders’ Association, now resigned. 

In addition to electing new officers the direc¬ 
tors discussed use of the NATC to spearhead a 
nationwide public relations and legislative pro¬ 
gram. It is expected that a definite detailed plan 
will be presented at the next quarterly meeting. 
With this in mind the directors felt that mem¬ 
bership in the NATC should promptly be ex¬ 
panded. The secretary-treasurer was therefore 
instructed to communicate with officers of other 
regional clubs and associations of owners and 
breeders with a view to affiliating them with the 
National. 

In order to keep individual members of the 
NATC posted on what the association is doing, 
also to keep them advised of activities of the 
various member clubs, a News Letter will be 
issued by the secretary-treasurer from time to 
time. 
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Top Officials For Maryland's 
Harness Tracks

Good leadership is an important factor in 
every big business. By the same token good 
officials, the men who guide the destinies of all 
branches of any enterprise, are equally as im¬ 
portant. 

Maryland’s three harness tracks appear to be 
blessed with the type of leaders who are bound 
to succeed. The men who keep the machinery 
rolling at the $800,000 Rosecroft Raceway, 
which ushers in the trotting and pacing season 
on May 26 for 20 nights of racing, are versatile 
and experienced commanders of this sport. 

All of his life William E. Miller, the 70- 
year-old nationally famous owner-driver-trainer- 
breeder, had dreamed of having his own harness 
plant. Today that’s a reality for the rosy-cheeked 
Washington furniture dealer, who not only was 
a smashing success in business, but for some 
30 years has been one of the country s top ama¬ 
teur drivers. 

When the giant arc lights illuminate Rose- 
craft’s track in Oxon Hill, Md., on the night 
of Thursday, May 26, William E. Miller, unob¬ 
trusive little gent who knows his trotters and 
pacers like his ABC’s, and who operates a breed¬ 
ing farm a mile from the layout, will be the 
happiest man among the thousands on hand. 

As President of Rosecroft, Miller has been 
on the job, rain or shine, every day for months. 
If it isn’t seeing that construction is speeded 
up, he’s in the barns giving his horses the best 
of care or on the track working them into tip¬ 
top shape for what he hopes will be a banner 
season. 

Miller’s son, John W., who last year was given 
a special award for being one of the eleven most 
successful furniture dealers in this country, is 
a chip off the old block. He is secretary-treasurer 
of the Rosecroft organization, and for the next 
month will be devoting much of his time to 
seeing that the 20-night inaugural meet is strictly 
successful. 

Another top Rosecroft official is Dick Case, 
general manager, who brings to his tasks years 
of experience in the sulky sport. Case is a name 
synonomous with harness racing, and the Millers 
certainly got a jewel when they lured Dick away 
from Roosevelt Raceway. In the short time he 
has been at Rosecroft, Case has won a legion 
of friends among members of the press. 

You can go right down the line at Rosecroft. 
There’s Ed Keller, racing secretary, than whom 
there be no whomer in this writer’s book. 
There’s Wayne Groves of Cleveland, Ohio,

N. Y., has been getting off the harness horses 
for 35 years. He started the Hambletonian in 
1947 and 1948. A veterinarian, he adds much 
prestige to Rosecroft by his presence. 

Associate judges at Rosecroft are J. Norman 
Hunter, of Westminster, Md., and Seabrook 
Smith of Moon, Va., both well-known racing 
officials. 

Over at Laurel Raceway, where last year the 
mutuel windows clicked to the merry tune of 
almost $3,800,000 for a record-breaking season, 
Richard H. (Dick) Hutchison, Jr., now the 
proud pappy of a bouncing baby boy, R. H. 
Hutchison, III, is readying his associates for 
another banner season, starting June 24. 

Hutchison’s leadership last year evoked nation¬ 
wide comment. Just when no one thought Laurel 
would open on time, Hutchison pulled the 
miracle by raising the curtain on schedule and 
finishing precisely on schedule. 

Dick’s dad, the Senior Hutchison, as fine a 
gent as ever came into the sport, is vice-president 
of Rosecroft and Tom Clagett again is secretary-

Farm of William E. Miller, president of Rose¬ 
croft Raceway. Holding an official mark of 
2:013^ an d having an unofficial 2:00 to his 
credit, this handsome black stallion is the last 
fast-record trotting scion of the Electioneer 
line. There are 14 foals to his credit at 
Rosecroft this season so far. 
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treasurer. Ed Kellers coming over as racing 
secretary and Wayne Groves will continue as 
the chief steward. 

Ocean Downs, near Ocean City, Md., which 
will have its inaugural meet July 25, also has 
Hutchison, Jr., as its general manager and his 
success at Laurel certainly will redound to the 
good of that new resort track. Again it will 
be the team of Keller and Groves presiding. 

The Rosecroft layout has elicited praise from 
all quarters. The grandstand, of all steel and con¬ 
crete, and the clubhouse near by, both capable 
of handling some 6,000 persons are the result 
of two years of study on the part of the Millers. 

Laurel, too, has spent some $250,000 in im¬ 
provements, with the new clubhouse due to be 
one of the finest in the country. 

All three Maryland tracks have the horsemen’s 
welfare at heart and want to please them in every 
way. There will be an outstanding brand of 
horses at all ovals this year. Rosecroft has Atomic 
Bomb, William Reynolds’ ace pacer (second 
best of three-year-olds for 1948) in its first big 
early closing event, and there’s Sara Comet, C. T. 
Black’s crack two-year-old, whose speed of 
2:12 2/5 for the mile was regarded the fastest 
for winter workouts by any of the juvenile stake 
prospects. 

As the years pass, better grade horses will race 
over Maryland’s harness tracks, and the fore¬ 
sight and leadership of the pioneers of the sport 
in the Old Line State will play important parts 
in their success. 

Sheppard Trophy 

Maryland youngsters who wish to enter for 
the Sheppard Trophy in 1949 must list their 
names with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation before June 1. This handsome silver 
challenge trophy, which was won last year by 
Garland Amoss, of Bel Air, is awarded at the 
Timonium Fair each year to the child who 
demonstrates throughout the show season, at 
home and in the show ring, the most outstand¬ 
ing performance from the standpoint of all 
round horsemanship and sportsmanship. 

The permanent trophy was presented by Mr. 
Lawrence B. Sheppard, of the famous Hanover 
Shoe Farms, in Pennsylvania, America’s leading 
Standard-bred nursery. Mr. Sheppard also gives 
annually a smaller trophy which the winner re¬ 
tains as his or her property. Administration of 
the award is in the hands of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, from which organization 
any further information is available. There is no 
entry fee and all children are urged to enter for 
the award. 


A Cuban Horse Show 

Mr. Carl Asmis, breeder of Arabian horses at 
his Never Die Farm at Sykesville, recently was 
invited by the Minister of Agriculture for the 
Republic of Cuba, to come to Havana to judge 
Thoroughbreds and Arabs among other breeds 
at the Island’s National Exposition, a very pre¬ 
tentious affair held each spring. Mr. Asmis ac¬ 
cepted the invitation, and wrote the following 
interesting comment on his return to Maryland. 

A few weeks ago I had the pleasure of judging 
Thoroughbreds, Arabs, Quarter Horses and Half- 
breds at the National Livestock Exposition near 
the city of Havana, Cuba from March 6-12. 
Judging a show is usually more work than pleas¬ 
ure, but in this case I can truthfully say the odds 
were about even. This was brought about by 
the general friendly atmosphere, and the good 
sportsmanship of the exhibitors. 

This Exposition is best compared with one of 
our larger State Fairs with very liberal cash 
prizes, trophies, diplomas, and ribbons. It is en¬ 
tirely free to the public, all expenses being car¬ 
ried by the government. Mr. "Bennie” Baskin 
of Bryon, Texas, judged beef cattle and Prof. 
"Dusty” Rhode, of Urbana, Illinois, judged 
dairy cattle. The Criollos (Domestic horse) 
were judged by Lt. Col. Camilo Gonzalez Chavez 
and Dr. Antonio Jordan Giroud, both of Cuba. 

The President of the Republic of Cuba was 
present at the evening performance when the 
Grand Champion Awards were selected. On this 
evening the President was presented with a very 
beautiful prize winning Anglo-Arab stallion. 
The Minister of Agriculture presided over two 
evening performances. On the last evening of 
the Exposition he presonnally presented all the 
Trophies and Diplomas. 

The Diplomas were very beautifully gotten 
up. They were inscribed in Old English with 
the animal’s name, description, owner and win¬ 
nings. These were signed by the Minister of 
Agriculture, the Director and Secretary of the 
Exposition, and the President of the Judges for 
that division. 

There were about three hundred horses shown. 
The average quality was high. While there, I 
became acquainted with the native horse, Criol¬ 
los. They are rather small and are divided into 
two types, the trotting Criollos and the pacing 
Criollos. The pacing type seems to be the more 
popular. While being called pacers, they in 
reality single-foot. These little horses proceed at 
a fast running walk which is outstanding in the 
lightness of their movement. The actual steps 
are short but very quick, which leaves you under 
the impression that horse and rider glide over 
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the ground. It should be no difficulty to carry 
the proverbial basket of eggs without breaking 
any. It seems a rather effortless gait to the horse 
and most certainly is to the rider. Quite a few 
of these mounts were very goodlooking and very 
much dressed up. Possibly not as much silver, 
but just as much color as you see in our Parade 
classes. 

My Grand Champion Thoroughbred Stallion 
was Khoshbood, who I understood was sold to 
Cuban interests by Mr. A. G. Vanderbilt. My 
Grand Champion Thoroughbred mare was 
Guinivere, a two-year-old which was purchased 
at the Keeneland Sales. Both of these were excel¬ 
lent representatives of the breed. The stallion 
looked as if he had stepped out from an English 
print. 

The Arab breed was well represented and is 
well liked in Cuba. This is born out by the nu¬ 
merous cross-bred classes that I judged. All had 
more or less Arab blood in them. One of the 
outstanding good cross-breds was the Anglo- 
Arab three-year-old mare, Rose Mary, which 
was bred and owned by Miss Celia Valasco Sarra. 
A perfect lady’s horse if I ever saw one. 

In the Arab division the young Stallion 
Champion Award went to the Selby bred Reym- 
age (by Image out of Rafeyma). Adult Cham¬ 
pion and Grand Champion Stallion was Naipe, 
Cuban born (by Nagih out of Leona) sire 
Dickinson blood dam Spanish. Grand Champion 
Mare award went to Egira, Cuban bred (by 
Cacique out of Infanta, Spanish breeding). This 
mare was later on unanimously judged Best 


Specimen of Horse Born in Cuba and Best Mare 
of the Exposition. 

In closing this brief report, I should not like 
to forget to mention the delightful hospitality 
shown to me by everyone while I was there. 

National Stallion Show 

Little known generally to Easterners is the 
National Stallion Show, held each year since 
1947 at Waterloo, Iowa, an exhibition where 
stallions representing most of the breeds of pleas¬ 
ure horses are shown. This year there were 
Arabians, Hackneys, Palominos, Quarter Horses, 
Tennessee Walkers, Shetlands, Spotted Moroccos, 
Clydesdales, Belgians, American Saddle, Welsh 
and Morgans. A really mixed bag was on hand, 
though some breeds were but lightly represented, 
and numerous classes did not fill or had a scant 
entry. Only important breed not represented was 
the Thoroughbred, which, in Iowa, is not sur¬ 
prising. Performance classes highlighted the four 
nights of the show, with the days given over to 
showing the various breeds in hand. 

Though exhibitors from some sixteen states 
were on hand, Mr. and Mrs. Carl Asmis, of 
Never Die Farm, Sykesville, were sole Mary¬ 
landers to show. The grey Arabian stallion 
Rafmirz, from the Asmis stud, was adjudged 
Champion of his breed, as well as taking awards 
in the performance divisions. The Asmis’ also 
showed their Welsh pony stallion Thunderbolt, 
the latter taking a third premium in his class. 
The popular Sherlands drew large entries in all 
classes.

Besides these improvements, an electric 
clock was added to this barn as well as to the new 
broodmare barn. Now everybody knows when 
lunch and quitting time comes. Nobody looks at 
the clock before then.

March 24. Drove to Annapolis again this 
morning, to attend another hearing, then to 
Charlie Nelson’s farm, near Ritchie, where the 
handsome Alaking and the young stallion Sir 
Francis are at stud. Here we had to inspect 
a young mare by Bull Lea which the J. V. 
O’Conor estate was selling. Saw a nice band 
of yearlings, almost all by Alaking, that are to 
be sold this summer. 

March 24. Hopped off for Columbia, Mo., 
this afternoon, arriving tonight in a drenching 
rainstorm, which made flying down from St. 
Louis a not too pleasant trip. 

March 25. Spent most of the day at 
Stephens College, particularly at Raynor Gables, 
as the stables are called. Found Miss Shirley 
Drew, who is in charge of riding activities, 
supervising the exercising of her big string of 
mounts of various sorts.

March 27. Back home tonight after a good
